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1. Beoanae of the great deal of controvereiality that exists 
regarding the personality Bmno KALBIBS great care will be exeroised 
In connotating the derogatory information available by utilization of 
the following system; 

T - fact (Documentary evidence from books, periodicals, etc- ) 

a - Humor 

P - Personal knowledge arid observation

2. In Its war of liberation (1914*1918) the Latvian Army fought 
two occupying powers, the Oermans and the Bueelane- (f) In the latter 
part of this war Bruno KALBIB8 is said to have acted ae an agitator 
attempting to sway Latvian soldiers to the Bolshevik Army- (B) 

3* Inasmuch as Bruno KALBIBS was the eon of the speaker of the 
Latvian Parliament, Paul KALBIBS a very esteemed and honored Latvian, 
not only in his own country but in Europe as a wholly it may be reason- 
ably assumed that his father's popularity was the main reason behind 
Bruno KALBIB's eleotlon to the Lattlan Parliament aa a senator- How- 
ever, it was no dohbt his mother's, Berta KALB I VS, Influence at a mem- 
ber of the extreme left-wing of the Social Democratic Party in Latvia 
upon her eon, Bruno KALI IBS, which oansed his ae well to become such a 
radical socialist that the Latvian people took It for granted that both 
he and his mother were, if not out and out Communists, at least sympa- 
thisers and fellow travelers- Hie animosity of the Latvian people toward 
Bruno KAXJZBS and his mother Berta is evidenced by the fact that in the 
1930's a parody o unpopular song was quite the rage which ridiculed ae 
well as accused the aforementioned two indlvlduale of Oommuntet sympathy 
and connection- (P) 

4* In the late 20' • (approximately 1928) Bruno KALHIBS, still a 
•ember of the left-wing faction of the Social Democrats and still a sen- 
ator in the Latvian Parliament, organised the so-called SSS Organisation 
(Stradnleka Sports un Sargs - Workers Spmrt and Protector), (P and r) 

1 groat number of Latvians vers and still are absolutely certain that at 
that time - while Chief of the SSS - KALBIBS was either directly in the 
employ of the Soviet talon or aotdd in their behalf, (P and I) Several 
indications which may be taken as evidence to the aforegoing belief held 
by many Latvians, is the fact that aeabtrs of the SSS behaved, were or- 
ganised, and acted ae a peri-ailitary organisation; they wore blue 
shirts and trousers^ with red ties ,as their uniform and at all functions 
and demonstrations carried a red flag- furthermore, the many prooUme- 
tlons, reprints of speeohes and other propaganda material, the author of 
which was KALBIBS and/or some of his henchmen, w^posted about town 
(q^ilte overtly) by members of ths SSS- (P and I) 

5- On 15 Kay 1934 Karlls ULMABXS with the aid of General Janie 
BALODIS and Alfreds BIBZXI8 executed a coup d* etat and gave ae the re&eon 
for this coup the fact that between the pro-Communlst SS8 and the pro- 
Pasolst PKRKOHKBUSTS ae well as the numerous grafters within the Latvian 
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Demooratlc Government the country was no* only doomed to go Into bank- 
ruptcy but alto on the verge of being sold to the Soria t Union or 
Sail Germany whichever of these latter two would ba abla to out-smart 
the other* (P, 1 and 7) 

6* Ilf reds BXHZ1IS haring bean placed In charge of security was 
instrumental In Jailing KALHIHS at tha sane tine raiding his headquar*- 
tors which disclosed a great amount of pro-Communiet literature, Susa lan 
manufactured veapona and great amount! of Latrlan as well as Suss lan 
currency* (7 and partially P) In addition indications were found that 
KALHIHS was preparing to orerthrow tha Latvian Government by force with 
tha support of thb Soviet Union on some data later than the UUCAHIS coup 
of 15 Hey 1934; the latter of oouree failed any such possibility* (2) 
Having served approximately two years In jail, (P, 7 and I) KALHIHS was 
deported from Latvia and apparently through /inland and Sweden finally 
located in Horway where ha supposedly Joined tha Horveglan Communist 
Party. As a rspressntatlve of this party KALHIHS is to have been sent 
to Spain where he became this party* s representative to the Communist 
Government of Spain during the Spanish Civil War. (H) 

7. Subsequent to this until June 1940 there was no information 
regarding KALH1S. (P) 

6* On 14 June 1940 when the Puss lane occupied Latvia KALHIHS 
suddenly appeared on the scene as the Political Commissar or ao-oalltd 
POLITRGK of the Latvian Army which was completely inactive under Soviet 
domination* In this position KALHIHS was instrumental In the following: 

a) Executing orders from the Russian Army concerning the 
Latvian Army. 

b) Supervision of political reliability and other phases per- 
taining to ell members of the Latttan Army* 

e) Made numerous speeches, extolling greatness of the Soviet 
Union which were all readily published by the pro-Russia n 
Latftlan newspaper gig- (7) 

d) Tumi shed the Russians a complete roster of Latvian officers 
both on active service or reserve, emphasising those whose 
political reliability toward the Soviet Ihlon was question- 
able. As many or those of floors as could be located were 
either Imprisoned or deported* (1) 

9. Even though KALHIHS claims that his role of Political Comlssar 
of the Latvian Army was accepted by him as a possible means of aiding the 
Latvian people especially since he had been requested to do this by Gen- 
eral BALODIS, and even though he claims that his position as Political 
Commissar was only of a six weeks duration, such claims appear oontrary 
to fact* The Latvian Army under Soviet domination existed for a period 
of three months during which time KALHIHS was Political Commissar* Sub- 
sequently this army as such was disbanded; however, a number of soldiers 
and officers vers sutomatleally transferred into the regular Russian Army* 
(7 and I) Having been relieved of his duties as Political Commissar - 
merely because of the lack of a Latvian Army - KALHIHS beoame a lecturer 
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at the University of Ale* where he lectured on tu* subjeote of Marxism, 
Lenlnlea and how these theories are applied in the Sorlet Union* (1 and 
partially 7) 

10* UIHIBS whereabouts during the Osman occupation of Latvia 
(1941 to 1945) cannot be established with accuracy* However, upon eases** 
tion of hostilities he began to rise in Sweden as a very influential social 
democrat and a Latvian who was en^ged in assisting his fellow-countrymen 
In that oountry providing they support his pretentions of becoming one of 
the great Latvian Emigre leaders* (P, 1 and 7) lie connection with various 
Latvian emigre organisations stems merely from the faet that In view of the 
death of his father, the leader of the Social Democrat*, Bruno EALHI1S In- 
heriting this position most supply and approve the Social Democrats repre- 
sentatives in any Lattlan emigre organisation which etrlve for a united 
emigre representation* Past as well as present opponents of KALNIB8, 
os pool ally Alfreds BBAZIHS, are the victims of vicious slander heaped upon 
them by KALHXHS through numerous letters to Influential persons and through 
a Latvian newspaper published In Sweden which he controls* (7 and P) 

11* The majority of Latvians outside of thslr home country are both 
amased and pnssled by the Immensity of power and influence which KALBXK 
possesses In his dealings and his relationship with the Swedish government* 
In part that Is explained by the fact that the Swedish government It dom- 
inated by the Social Democrats; some Latvians are certain that XALHX8 
derives his power from Oommunlst interests* (B) The latter belief le sub- 
stantiated In part by the following: 

a) Recently XALUHS and two of hie supporters, on# of whom, 
Nlntants CAK8TB, is a relative by marriage, proceeded to a 
recent emigre conference In London without the apparent 
sponsorship of any ona particular organisation* 

b) KALHIS has no visible means of support* (7) 

e) The former Latvian minister to Belgium, VALUES, fnn, a 
staunch supporter of KALVIBS, has offered to oover all ex- 
penses of any Latvian emigre of any stature who would be 
willing to proceed to the United Rations assembly, for the 
purpose of achieving further recognition of Latvia as an 
independent oountry, providing such emigre permit VALUES 
to lneert hie views In any written memorandums or corres- 
pondence and providing such emigre follow VALTXR8 dictation*

12* Of particular interest may be the feud In progress at present 
between EALHIVS and 11RZI18* the former claiming that BXBZXKS le one of 
the triumvirate who participated In the coup In 1934 has been opposed and 
has exterminated all principles of democracy In Latvia. (7) The apparent 
truth of the matter le that BBBZIBS, a member at present of the Latvian 
oonsultatlve panel of the HCTE (Xatlon&l Committee for a Tree Europe) and 
a person who Is oonvinotd that CALAIS is In the employ of the Comnists, 
le attempting to dleoredlt him by all possible legal means. It Is note- 
worthy that HLIIIS was successful In accomplishing the removal of a mem- 
ber of t his panel - ABOLS, fnu - by means of discrediting letters to the 
head of VOTE. KALVIVS has attempted to accomplish the same In regard to 
BERZIBS but to date has been unable to do so* (P and partially 7)

h as boon * life-long frl*&d of HLM8 although a groat deal of sus- 
picion that lifitJlllS had collaborated with th* Hus slant in 19*K> had 
axis tod and had deterred hi* immigration to the U.S. he ha* recently 
been permitted to enter this oountry* During !ABSJiH8 , i stay la 
Germany he frequently corresponded with KAUIB and for a short period 
of time declared that he bed broken his friendship with him* However, 
at present he ha* again Indicated hie support of CAL1XHS* (P aad Z)
